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EEC, Morocco sign 
cooperation accord 


RABAT, April 28 (R). — Morocco 
Tuesday signed a cooperation ac¬ 
cord with the European Economic 
Community (EEC) following simi¬ 
lar accords signed yesterday and 
Sunday by Algeria and Tunisia. 

The accord with Morocco, of 
unlimited duration, grants unres¬ 
tricted access to the European 
market for most Moroccan indus¬ 
trial products, except for refined 
petroleum and cork, and sets li¬ 
mits for agricultural produce. 

It also establishes a framework 
for economic cooperation to favour 
the marketing of Moroccan pro¬ 
ducts, industrial cooperation and 
private investments. 

Loans to Morocco over a five- 


year period of 130 million Euro¬ 
pean units of account (about $156 
million) are also envisaged. 

Moroccan Foreign Minister Ah¬ 
med Laraki described the agreem¬ 
ent as ‘largely positive” but it 
contained some insufficiencies, no¬ 
tably on farm produce and certain 
agro-industry products.

Moroccan officials said, how¬ 
ever, the franchise for industrial 
products and the fact that no re¬ 
ciprocal concessions had been de¬ 
manded of Morocco made the ac¬ 
cord “extremely positive” for Mo¬ 
rocco. 

Mr. Gaston Thorn, Premier of 
Luxembourg and President of the 
EEC Council of Ministers, said the 
accord was a “new model of rela¬ 
tions between developed and de¬ 
veloping states," and that it “illus¬ 
trates the success of the global 
Mediterranean policy*-' of the EEC. 



U.S. oil majors record sharp profit ris 


NEW YORK, Apr. 28, (AFP). — 
In line with most ocher U.S. com¬ 
panies, the oil majors recorded a 
sharp profit rise in the first quar¬ 
ter of this year. 

The two biggest Exxon and Te¬ 
xas announced increase of 22 per 
cent and 15 per cent respectively 
as compared with a year earlier, 
figures being $ 730 million and 
$ 223.7 million. Shell Oil, Contin¬ 


ental Oil, Marathon, Union Oil 
and others have given rises that 
range from 65 to 95 per cent. 

The economic recovery is part¬ 
ly the reason: It is significant 
that almost all firms say profits 
rose well in the U.S. itself but 
declined abroad.

ROME, April 28, (AFP). — The 
World Food Programme will this 
year spend $ 600 million out of 
its food aid funds for economic 
and social development projects, 
the programme's Executive Direc¬ 
tor Francesco Aquino said here. 

He said another $ 40 million 
would be spent as emergency food 
aid for the populations of disas¬ 
ter-stricken areas. 

The World Food Programme— 
sponsored jointly by the United 
Nations and the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organisation (FAO)— 
has provided food aid to a great 
number of countries hit by crises 
or natural disasters. 


A number of newly indepen¬ 
dent countries such as Angola, 
Cape Verde, the Comoro Islands 
and Guinea-Bissau as well as Mo¬ 
zambique have recently received 
aid from the programme. So have 
countries faced with emergencies, 
like Vietnam, Lebanon and Cyprus. 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 28, (AF- 
P). — The U.S. trade account pro¬ 
duced a $ 1,600 million deficit in 
the first quarter of this year fol¬ 
lowing a $ 2,200 million surplus in 
the previous quarter the Commer¬ 
ce Department announced. 


HANOI, Apr. 28 (AFP) — About 
500 million francs (about $108.6 
million) of fresh funds will be ma¬ 
de available to the North Vietna¬ 
mese under banking protocols 
which a delegation of French ban¬ 
kers signed here today. 

The protocols, which put into 
effect an inter-governmental Fran- 
co-Vietnamese agreement conclud¬ 
ed on Dec. 6, were signed by the 
mission — the biggest of its kind 
to come here — and the Banque 
Du Commerce Exterieiir Vietnam- 
ien (the Vietnamese Foreign Tra¬ 
de Bank).

The volume of Soviet trade with 
industrialised non-communist cou¬ 
ntries increased from 4,700 million 
to 13,800 million roubles (£3,357 
million to £11,286 million) over the 
same period, it added. 

The Soviet News Agency, which 
gave trade turnover for 1970 as 
just over 22,000 million roubles 
(£15,714 million), was quoting 
from a newly-published statistical 
year book, the USSR in Figures in 
1975. 


UNITED NATIONS, April 28 (R). 
— The United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Orgainisation (FAO) 
today turned down a scheme for 
producing high-protein animal feed 
from the pods of the carob or lo¬ 
cust-tree, which grows profusely 
in Mediterranean countries and 
other parts of the world. 

A F.A.O. report said sijch a 
feed would be reasonably nutri¬ 
tious for pigs, but it gave indiges¬ 
tion to chickens and cost too mu¬ 
ch. 

Cyprus proposed establishment 
of a pilot plant to produce microbi¬ 
al protein from the carob in 1971. 

Various schemes have been pro¬ 
posed in recent years for produc¬ 
ing protein quickly, and without 
using agricultural land, by grow¬ 
ing micro-organisms,.such as bac¬ 
teria, yeast, algae of fungi, on host 
plants. 

Research for F.A.O. on the carob 
project was carried out by the Ins¬ 
titute for Agricultural Research on 
Bio-Cbemical products (ILOB) in 
Wageningen, Holland. 


NEW DELHI, Apr. 28, (AFP). 
India and Rumania have decided 
to identify areas for joint ventur¬ 
es in third countries, especially 
in Africa and the Middle East. 


Official sources today said that 
the decision was taken at a meet¬ 
ing here Monday night between 
the visiting Rumanian Minister 
for Metallurgy, Nicuiae Agachi, 
and Indian Commerce Minister 
D. P. Chattopadhyaya.

Afars & Issas 
inquiry team goes 
to Somalia 

ADDIS ABABA, Apr. 28 (R) — 
The Organisation of African Uni- 
ry’s fact-finding mission on the 
French Territory of the Afars and 
Issas left here today for Somalia 
for further investigations. 

The eight-nation team had tal¬ 
ks with Ethiopian government of¬ 
ficials including Foreign Minister 
Kifle Wodajo yesterday on the 
territory, which is to be granted 
independence from France at an 
unspecified date. 

In Mogadishu, the mission is to 
meet leaders of the military Front 
for the Liberation of the Somali 
Coast (FLCS). which was respo¬ 
nsible for the kidnapping of a bu¬ 
sload of French school-children 
in the territory early this year. 
The FLCS is recognised by the 
OAU. 

The team, with members from 
Egypt, Guinea, Liberia, Mozambi¬ 
que, Senegal, Tanzania, Uganda 
and Zaire, is to meet Somali gove¬ 
rnment leaders before flying to 
the territory itself tomorrow.
